The Ninth Infantry came into existence in 
the army of the United States in January, 
1798, with Josiah Carville Hall of Mary- . 
land as Lieutenant Colonel, commandant. 
It is probable few enlistments were made, 
as the act of Feb. 20, 1800, suspended en- 
listments for the new regiments. The act 
of May 14, 1800, authorized the President to 
them, and under this authority the 

Ninth Infantry was disbanded June 15, 1800, 
The Ninth Infantry was again organised 
in March, 1812, with Simon Learned of 


part of the regular army, was accredited 
to that State. It took an active part in the 
war of 1812 on the northern border, being 
present at the battles of Niagara Falla, 
Lundy's Lane, end other actions in that 


vicinity. 

In the reorganization of the 
this regiment was disbanded, no regi- 
ment bearing the designation existed until 
April, 1847, when the Ninth Infantry was 
again organized. The Colonel was Truman 
B. Ransom of Vermont, who was killed in 
the essault upon tepec. He was suc- 
ceeded by Colonel James M. Withers, who 
resigned May 28, 1848, and he by Colonel 
Henry L. Webb. The regiment rendered effi- 
cient service in the series of actions in the 
immediate vicinity of, and ending with the 
capture of, the City of Mexico. 

In August, 1848, the reginient was again 
disbanded. 

Goes to Pacific Coast in 1855. 


‘Under the authority of the act of March 8, 
1855, the Ninth Infantry was again organ- 
ized, Lieutenant Colonel . George Wright, 
Fourth Infantry, was appointed Colonel. In 

the following month the regiment was or- 
dered to the Pacifie coast by way of Pana- 
ma, arriving in the latter part of January, 
1856, From the close of field operations 
against the Indians in 1856 until the spring 
of 1858 the regiment was principally engaged 
in building posts and making roads. In Au- 
gust, 1857, Company F wae detached as es- 
dort to the Northern Boundary commission, 
and remained in the field on that duty nearly 
three years. 

In May, 1858, Company E fermed part of 
a force of 159 men sent to make a reconnols- 
gance of the country to the north of Fort 
Walla Walla. On May 17 the command was 
attacked by over 1,000 Indians, and after 
fighting till dark, and nearly exhausting its 
ammunition, was compelled to retire. A 
ferced march was begun that night, and 
a distance of seventy-five miles was covered 
by 10 o’clock the following morning, without 
the loss of a man or horse. 

In January, 1862, the enlisted men of this 
commissioned officers, were trans 
the Fourth Infantry. 


Death of Colonel Wright. 

On July 30, 1865, the regiment lost its 
Colonel, George Wright, who was drowned 
at sea by the wreck of the steamer Brother 
Jonathan while en route to assume com- 
mand of the Department of the Columbia. 
He was succeeded in command ef the Ninth 
by Colonel John H. King, who assumed com- 
mand in December, 1866. During the period 
from 1806 to 1869 portions of the regiment 
were at different times in conflict with In- 
dians in northern California and Oregon and 
in southern California. In June, 1869, after 
more than thirteen years of service on the 
Pacific coast, during which time it had taken 
an active part in all the Indian troubles and 
had garrisoned nearly every post from Fort 
Sitka to Fort Mojave, the regiment was or- 
dered to the Department of the Platte, 
where, upon its arrival in July, the Twenty- 

seventh Infantry was consolidated with it. 

The regiment’ performed garrison duty at 
various posts and guard duty on the line of 
the Union Pacific railroad until May, 1873.

Colonel Mason was retired in 
August, 1888, and was succeeded by Colonel 
Alfred L. Hough, who retained command 
until April, 1890, when he was retired and 
was succeeded by Colonel Charles D. Hart- 
lett. In October, 1801, the regiment was 
transferred to the Department of the Hast.

The military information division is mak-

Detail maps of the 
country have been furnished our. officers, 
and suggestions which may be of value to 
them in operations are provided by the de- 
partment. 

This information is meager, although 
some time ago, in anticipation of troub.e a 
mumber of officers visited China and in- 
spected sources of supply and defensive 
works with a view of estimating the strength 
of the Chinese government in the event of 
hostilities. Of course it is not the govern- 
ment which the allied forces are now reckon- 
ing with, but it is presumed that the rebels 
have come into possession.of all the ma- 
terial, and now command all the resources 
of the late government at Pekin.

Witnesses Declare Alleged Murderer 
dt Gilbert Gates Was There—One 


New London, Mo., July 16.—[{Special. The 
trial of Alexander Jester, charged with the 
murder of Gilbert Gates, was resumed this 
morning. The testimony introduced by the 
State today bore out the theory of the pros- 
ecution that the murder was committed in 


Alfred Fields, who lived at Middle Grove 
in 1871, told of a conversation he had over- 
heard between Jester and young Gates.

This is not the crime 

of a savage race, but of one of the oldest en 

isting civilizations, nor is it the ebullition of 

a mob, for every evidence exists to show that 

the Boxers are inspired from the highest 

seats of power in the empire. It isa deadly 

blow struck not only at the new forces of 

religion that have entered China since 1820, 

but at everything that differentiates the 

west from the east. 

It is impossible not to defend ourselves, 
our people, our principles, our future. The 
allied powers ought to strike as with one 
arm, not only to punish the nation, but to 
secure exemption from other attacks. It 
would be disgraceful to condone a crime of 
such audacity and flendlike ferocity. At any 
cost China must be humbled and punished.

This he 
showed conclusively in the third round. He 
lest no time when the bell tapped, but kept 
at Erne, and, ag in the early part of the first 
round, gave,him no rest and smashed him 
unmercifu around the body. A straight 
left lead smashed Erne’s nose, and that was 
the beginning of the end. He followed this 
punch with one with the right in the same 
place, which spattered the blood all over 
the Buffalo man’s face. Following thie 
came half a dozen body blows, any of which 
would have stopped the average feather- 
weight. They doubled Erne up. He wabbied 
into a clinch and held on for dear life. An- 
other punch at the head and a brace at the 
body sent him to the floor forthecount.

The end was in sight. It was only a mat- 
ter of a few punches, and when Erne re- 
gained his feet these punches came. A few 
body blows, several smashes at the head, 
and back again at the body, and Erne was 
again on the floor—this time for good. It 
was all over with him. He could go no fur- 
ther. 

The pace Terry cut out was too fast 
for him. He had never experienced any- 
thing like it in his whole fighting career. 
There he lay, the lightweight champion of 
the world, with the featherweight champion 
grinning over him like a hungry bulldog 
eager to get at his prey.

Monday in September, was exceptionally 
noisy. It was a hot night, and from the 
start the Aldermen amused themselves by 
throwing wads of paper and other missiles 
at each other and generally disturbing the 
peace of the meeting. Alderman Foreman 
was the main object of these missiles, and as 
a consequence Alderman Jackson, who sat 
next to him, found himself constantly on 
the firing line, and finally had to leave the 
room. Alderman Blake (26) made several 
protests and asked for the arrest of the 
offending members, while dodging things 
which were thrown at his head while he was 
on his feet. 

The North Side Business-Men's associa- 
tion made a point in favor of the ordinance 
to provide transportation for its proposed 
exposition building ang at the same time to 
substitute the trolley for the cable on the 
North Side, by reintroducing the ordinance 
and having it referred to a favorable com- 
mittee. Alderman Helm put the ordinance 
in. It provides for street car tracks in In- 
diana street, east from State street to the 
lake, thence north to Superior and then to 
Clark. It also provides that the trolley may 
be substituted for the cable on North Side 
lines, not specifying what lines. 

. Tries to Have Trolley Bill Passed. 


Alderman Helm asked that the rules be 
suspended for the immediate passage of the 
ordinance, but this was beaten, 43 to 22, and 
on this vote Aldermen Minwegen of the 
Twenty-fourth Ward and Blake of the 
Twenty-sixth voted against the ordinance. 

There were calls for reference to a com- 
mittee, and Alderman Foreman asked that 
it go to the special Railway commission, 
which had put it on file before. Alderman 
Heim asked for the Committee on Streets 
and Alleys North. 

Alderman Foreman retorted that the 
scheme was one to substitute trolley for 
cable on the North Side, without any regard 
to the proposed exposition, and Alderman 
Helm replied with some heat that he was 
honest in his advocacy of the measure. 

Alderman Foreman withdrew his remarks, 
as far as they were personal to Alderman 
Helm, and then the ordinance went to the 
North Side committee on a point of order 
raised by Alderman Powers. 


. Smulski Attacks Merit Board, 


Alderman Smulski put in a long preamble 
asserting that the administration of the 
civil service law in Chicago had been a farce; 


that favorites had been put to the head of 


lists after bogus examinations; that no ex- 
aminations had been held in some cases, in 
order that sixty-day men might be retained; 
and that, altogether, the law had been 
nullified and defeated both in spirit and let- 
ter. He asked that an investigation of the 
conduct of the Civil Service commission be 
conducted by the Civil Service committee 
of the Council. 

Alderman Goldzier replied with a defense 
of the actions of the commission, and said 
if the charges made in the preamble were 
true the case ought to be taken to the grand 
jury and the commissioners indicted. 

Alderman Smulski's motion to suspend the 
rules for the passage of his resolution failed 
of the necessary two-thirds vote, but re- 
ceived the vote of a majority of the Alder- 
men, the roll-cal!l resulting 37 to 29. It was 
practically a party vote, except that Alder- 
men Badenoch and Hunter voted with the 
Democrats. 

Votes Bonds to Build Bridges. 

The Council passed an ordinance submit- 

ted by the Mayor authorizing the Controller 


to advertise for the issuance of bonds to the 


amount of $586,000 to aid in the construction 
of double bridges at State, Randolph, Har- 


rison, Polk, Main, and Eighteenth streets, | 


and Ashland avenue. It explained that the 
Drainage Trustees were willing to veplace 
the single bridges now at these streets with 
bacule bridges, but it was desirable that 
double bridges be put in. 

Although not stated at the time, the propo- 
sition to raise money by the sale of bonds

On request of Controller Kerfoot, he was 
authorized to invest in interest bearing se- 
curities the money now in the various sink- 
ing funds and which may be there in the 
future. Thie is expected to provoke a law- 
suit from the City Treasurer, who claims 
the money is in his custody. 

Controller Kerfoot sent in pay rolls ef 
the city, except those of the Corporation 
Counsel's office, and they were ordered pub- 
lished in separate form. 

Fail to Override Veto. 

The Mayor's veto of an order on the Cor- 
poration Counsel to report on the condition 
of special: assessment cases in the courts 
brought out @ motion to pass over the veto, . 
but it was beaten, 29 to 31, all of the Demo- 
crats and Aldermen Jackson, Badenoch, But- 
ler, Williston, Blake (Twenty-sixth), Kues- 
ter, Keeney, and Hunter of the Republicans 
voting to sustain the Mayor. 

Controller Kerfoot sent in a balance sheet 
of the city’s finances which showed the cur- 
rent assets and Habilities to be $51,881,500 
and the permanent assets and liabilities to 
be $119,048,243. 

Permission was given the Commissioner of 
Public Works to use $10,000 of water fund 
money to maintgin the air pressure in the 
Thirty-ninth stréet sewer to prevent it from 
caving in until work is resumed. The Coun- 
cil also ordered the Commissioner to return 
to it the bids for the completion of the sewer 
so it could make the‘award. : 

City May Use Drainage Power... 

Through Alderman Beilfuss the special 
committee having that matter in hand made 
a report, recommending that the city exe- 
cute a contract with the Drainage board for 
utilization of the drainage canal water 
power. The report fixes seventy-five years 
as the time limit of a lease, and proposes 
that the rate shall not exceed $4 a horse- 
power a year for the first two years, and 
that thereafter the rate shall be fixed by ap- 
praisement every two years. The report 
went into the omnibus and was passed. 

The ordinance for a trolley instead of 
steam on the Evanston branch of the Mu- 
waukee and St. Paul company was made a 
special order for the first Council meeting 
after vacation. 

Alderman Goldzier, for the special com- 
mittee having in charge the ordinance 
amending the Ogden Gas franchise, reported 
that the committee had decided on an ordi- 
nance providing for 90-cent gas, a compen- 
sation of 3% per cent of the gross receipts, 
and an extension of mains whenever ordered 
by the Council. The officials of the com- 
pany had said they would accept no such 
measure and the company asked that the 
whole matter be placed on file. This was

On motion of Alderman Mavor an engine- 
house was ordered for a location on “ Goose 
Island.“ 

Alderman Minwegen put in his ordinance 
providing for electric push buttons on all 
street cars to enable passengers in their 
seats to notify the conductor when to make 
stops and asked its immediate passage.

Reports in the English papers show how 
very exacting the courts of that country are 
relative to the sale of baking powders con- 
taining alum. All parties found selling such 
powders are summoned into court, and as 
the health officers and physicians agree that 
alum powders are poisonous when used in 
food, convictions and fines invariably fol- 
low. The following is from the London 
Grocer of May 5: 

At Bradford-on-Avon Police Court William 
Orchard, grocer, Newton, Bradford; Annie 
Jones, grocer, Silver street, Bradford; Ed- 
ward Mock. grocer, St. Margaret street, 
Bradford; and Ernest Slade, grocer, Brad- 
ford, were all summoned for selling baking 
powder adulterated with alum. The pow- 
der contained alum ranging from 20 to 37 
per cent, and Dr. Thomas, county medical 
officer, stated that alum in baking powder 
was injurious to health. It was used solely 
to increase the profits of the manufacturers, 
and to enable them to put large packets for 
the money on the market. It was especially 
injurious to the bones of young children and 
caused their teeth to become brittle. In 
each case it was urged that the powder was 
sold exactly as bought from the makers; 
bué for the prosecution it was contended 
that that was neither a legal defense nor a 
moral excuse, as it was a tradesman’s duty 
to ascertain whether an article was genuine. 
Mr. Slade, whose sample contained 37 per 
cent of alum, was fined £2 and costs; the 
ether 8 were each fined 10s, includ-

It rained in Kansas and Nebraska on Sun- 
day. It rained so hard that statisticians 
who were in the corn belt sending informa- 
tion about the destruction of the corn crop 
by drought were drowned by the same floods 
which insured the crop from burning up for 
some days. At least they were not 
from during yesterday's session of the Board 
of Trade. Bulls were too busy selling out 
their corn to leok for crop reports, and they 
found it a poor market to sell out. Last 
week the trade loaded up on the theory that 
continued dry, hot weather over Sunday 
would cause a sharp advance. The theory 
might have been all right, but the weather 
map spoiled its operation. With 3.20 inches 
of rain at Sioux City, Ie., and 3 inches at 
Omaha, Neb., down to .10 inch at Dodge 
City, Kas., there were good rains all over 
the three States, and country longs sent lib- 
eral selling orders to compete with the of- 
ferings of local holders. There were few 
buyers, and the consequence was a full four- 
cent break, with only %c recovered at the 
close. Opening sales were from 42c to 80 
for September, compared with a close on 
Saturday of 44%c. Every one in the pit 
seemed to have corn to sell, and it was hard 
to locate buyers. The market worked off 
to 41%, hung around there to 0 higher for 
awhile, and then slumped off sharply to 


40%c. Under 42c there was new buying, on 


the theory that corn was worth the money 
on the cash situation, regardless of the new 
crop. Reports that over 2,000,000 bu had 
been worked here and at the seaboard tend- 
ed te steady the market, but the liquidation 
continued, and the early panic had been too 
severe to encourage confidence, even at 
much lower prices.

AMERICANS LOSE IN TWO EVENTS 
AT PARIS GAMES. 


Pennsylvania’s Athletes Severely Crit- 
ieised for Their Participation in 
Sunday’s Events—Much Jealousy Is 
Aroused in Addition te the Blame 
Placed open the French Officials— 
Ewry Breaks World’s Record in the 
Standing High Jump.

PARIS, July 16—Ray Ewry of the New 


international games today. In the high 
jump he cleared 8 feet 4% inches, which is 
a fraction over the werld’s record. He won 
the three standing jumps with 84 feet 8 
inches, the standing broad jump, and the 
hop, step, and jump, 

Kraenziem won the 200 meters hurdles by 
two yards. 

Pennsylvania is severely blamed by the 
other colleges for competing on Sunday. It 
is alleged that Kraenzilein promised Prin- 
stein not to compete on Sunday. Princeton 
and Michigan are incensed at Baxter and 
Colkett for competing en Sunday. Had the 
latter refrained Americans would not have 
won. Much jealousy is manifested. 

Tysoe, an Englishman, won the 800 meters. 
Flanagan threw the hammer 167 feet 44 
inches. The Swedish tug-of-war team made 
the French team look ridiculous. France 
has won nething as yet. 

Sixteen Firsts for America. — 

PARIS, July 16.—Twenty-one champion- 
ship contests in connection with the exposi- 
tion have been decided during the last three 
days, and America can boast of winning 
sixteen and of securing thirteen 
and twelve thirds. 

Ten events took place today, in which the 
Americans placed seven firsts, six 
and seven thirds to their credit. They cap- 
tured the 200 meters hurdle race, the stand- 
ing high jump, the three standing jumps, 
the long jump, the hop, step, and jump, the 
hammer throwing, and the standing long 
jump; and they did it easily. 

In fact, the facility with which the Amer- 
jean athletes carried off prizes finally grew 
monotonous. Three events were won by 
foreigners. The tug of war was not con- 
tested by the Americans. In the 800 meters 
flat race, which was won by an English- 
man, Tysee, the Americans took second and 
third places. In the remaining race, the 
4,000 meters steeplechase, they failed to 
get a place, Englishmen taking all three. 
This result was somewhat of a disappoint- 
ment for the American spectators, as they 
had hoped to see Orton repeat his splendid 
performance of yesterday. Rimmer took 
the lead at the outset and was never passed. 
McClain ran in cljse for two-thirds of the 
course, while Orton and Grant brought up 
the rear. 

Orton a Disappointment. 

Most of the spectators thought Orton was 
saving himself with the intention to spurt 
on the t round and to finish first at the 
tape, as he did yesterday, but the effort 
of yesterday proved too much for him. Al- 
though he ran gamely he was unable to se- 
cure a better place at the finish than fifth. 
His college comrades cheered him, endeavor- 
ing to encourage him with familiar yells, and 
when they found that, in spite of his pluck, 
he was beaten, they gave him a rousing ova- 
tion. The French champion was wildly 
spurred on by his compatriots and strug- 
gied with admirable grit, but he had to suc- 
cumb to the superior trained English cross- 
country runners. Rimmer’s time was half 
a minute better than the French over 
the same course. 

A. C. Kraenslein of Pennsylvania won the 
first heat in the 200 meters hurdle race easily 
m :27. Choisel, a Frenchman, was second, 
and George W. Orton of Pennsylvania was 
third. N. G. Pritchard, the champion 100- 
yard runner of India, defeated Walter B. 


Tewkesbury of Pennsylvania in the second 
Pennsylvania 


heat in :26%. T. B. McLain of 
was third. 

The final heat was almost a walkover for 

Kraenglein, who finished a yard ahead of his 
competitors, The race for place was vigor- 
ously centested, Pritchard again beating 
Tewkesbury, who finished third. Time, 
25%. Rau, a German; Moloney of Chicago 
University, and W. P. Remington of Penn- 
those who ran in the 
Levis of Syracuse, and T. B. MoClay of Penn- 
sylivania contested in the second trial heat. 


Clean Sweep in the Jumps. 

The three standing jumps event was easily 
an American victory, the athletes from the 
United States outjumping all the other com- 
petitors. The same can be said of the hop, 
step, and jump, which followed. Prinstein 
of Syracuse University, Connelly of Boston, 
and Richard Sheldon of the New York 
Athletic club qualified for the finals and 
jump off. Prinstein won, though Connelly 
pushed him hard. 

The same entries competed in both these 
jumping contests, there being besides those 
already mentioned Jarvis of Pennsylvania, 
Horton of Princeton, John McClain of Michi- 

an, Staff, a Swede; Steffen, a German, and 

oppan, a Greek. 

The 800 meters flat race brought six men 
to the tape for the final heat, Cregan of 
Princeton, David C. Hall of Brown, John 
Bray of Williams College, A. E. Tysoe, the 
English champion; Speidel, a Hungarian, 
and Deloge, a Frenchman. 

One Event fer England. 

It was a hard contest between Cregan, 
Deloge, and Tysoe until the stretch, where 
Deloge collapsed, leaving Cregan and Tysoe 

o fight it out. Tysoe had the advantage of 
the lead. Cregan ran gamely, but could not 
overcome the Britisher, who finished a yard 
in advance. Hall was third, some distance 


back. 

The standing high jump was ‘a contest for 
Americans. Ray Ewry of the New York 
Athletic club, who holds. the record, won 
quickly, I. K. Baxter of Pennsylvania get- 
ting the place from Richard Sheldon of the 
New York Athletic club. 

It was then announced that Ewry would 
attempt to surpass his own world's record of 
one meter sixty-three centimeters. This he 
did on the second attempt, clearing one 
meter sixty-four centimeters. The specta- 
tors cheered most heartily at this perform- 
ance, and when, after a minute's rest, he 
cleared one meter sixty-five centimeters, 
there was much enthusiasm shown. 

Hammer Throw a Walkover. 

The Americans had the hammer throwing 
to themselves, their two Swedish rivals be- 
ing utterly outclassed.
